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Petrie Construction slated to build school addition

‘the East Jordan Board of Edu- 
cation accepted the lower of two 
bids for the planned high school 
classroom addition. 

Petrie Construction Co. of East 
Jordan got the nod at the April 24 
special board mecting with a 
$428,700 bid. about $30,000 less 
than the bid of $459,000 from 
Hallmark Construction. 

“We're very pleased with the 
bid.” said superintendent Chip 
Hansen last week. “Because it is 
within the parameters of our bud- 
get planning for the project. we 


won't have to take funds from 
other parts of the project to com- 
plete the addition phase. This 
helps to ensure the budget integ- 
rity needed for the construction 
of the middle school and the tech- 
nology improvements that are 
planned.” 

Hansen anticipated consiruc- 
uon could begin almost immedi- 
ately, weather permitting. School 
officials are hoping the addition 
can be ready fo. occupancy this 
fall in time for the first day of 
school. Middle schoo] building 
construction ts expected to take 
another year.

In 
addition to the grant award, FOJ 
will be showcased as a national 
model for its innovative efforts 
to develop a greenway in East 
» Jordan. 

American Greenway’s DuPont 
Awards provide small grants of 
up to $2,500 to nonprofit organi- 
zations to help develop new ac- 
tion-oriented greenway projects. 
The DuPont Awards provide seed 
money to spark creativity in con- 
servation, outdoor recreation, and 
greenway development. 

FO] is one of 53 awards the 
conservation fund gave this year 
for their innovative local efforts 
in planning for preservation and 
_ passive recreational use for the 
-Lower Jordan project area. . 

“Because the city of East Jor- 

dan is growing at such a rapid 
~ rate, this grant will help begin an 


essential step to protect an area 
that wi enhance the overall 
marketability of East Jordan as 
an environmentally responsible 
community,” said FOJ Program 
Director John Hummer. “In ad- 
dition, the opportunities for in- 
creased passive recreation and 
environmental education in the 
area will also be a goal of the 
project committee.” 

Partners in the project include 
FOJ, the East Jordan Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the city of East 
Jordan, Little Traverse Conser- 
vancy, and Tip of the Mitt Water- 
shed Council. 

According to the Conservation 
Fund president Patrick F. 
Noonan, “The projects selected 
this year represent some of the 
best grassroots conservation and 
greenway development efforts in 
the United States. TCF supports 
these local initiatives because

Mrs. Collar first came to Beaver Island as a 
teenager in 1915, when her father built a cottage 
on the north beach.

A 1924 graduate of the University of Chicago, 
she was a geologist by profession, and an avid 
world traveler, artist, weaver, writer and histo- 
rian. 

In the early 1970s, she began compiling a 
history of the Irish settlement of Beaver Island, 
portions of which were published in the Univer- 
sity of Michigan History Bulletin. Today, her 
portraits of first-generation Irish immigrants 
are a highlight of the Island’s Print Shop Mu- 
seum.

If the recent East Jordan School 
Districtkindergarten round-up is 


any indication, the 1996-97. 


school year may see one of the 
largest kindergarten classes in 
the district’s history. 
Superintendent Chip Hansen 
reported at the April 24 board of 
education meeting that the round- 
up identified 97 children, com- 
pared to 78 at last year’s round- 


up. The 1995-96 eventual class 
size was 110; 1994-95 figures 
were 63 and 85, respectively. 

“This is easily the largest num- 
ber by about 20 that we’ ve iden- 
tified this early in the year,” he 
said. 

In an April 25 interview, 
Hansen said that historically, the 
district’s kindergarten enrollment 
grows by about 30 percent be- 
tween the round-up and the first 
day of school. 

“If that trend continues, we

Recipes designed in the kitchen of Debbie Chappuies, 
with East Jordan cooks in mind 


While grocery shopping, I overheard a couple of women 
discussing guacamole. Neither had ever made it or had ever 
purchased an avocado. This really surprised me as I’ve been 
making guacamole for so many years, | tend to take it for 
granted. I learned to make it at a Mexican Cooking class in 
Petoskey and I’ve made it so many times I’ve come to think of 
the recipe as my own. The ultimate compliment was having 
Hispanic friends ask me to bring my guacamole to a little fiesta, 
(Talk about pressure!) The first secret to good ‘guac’ is your 
avocados. They can’t be rock hard or mush. Rock hard avoca- 
dos have no flavor and the flesh of mushy ones is starting to 
turn black. (If you need to ‘speed ripen’ an avocado, place it in 
a brown paper bag and put it in the cupboard. It should be 
ready in two days.) A properly ripened avocado should re- 
semble a ripe kiwi or plum. My recipe is not the ‘creamy’ 
variety; it’s chunky so you are able to taste the true flavor of 
your ingredients. This is an easy year round appetizer. Try itat 
your next fiesta! 


GUACAMOLE 
2 ripe avocados 
I tsp. lemon juice 
1 small can or jar chopped green chilies 
1/2 Cup salsa (you decide mild, medium or hot) 
salt & pepper to taste 
2 ripe tomatoes 
1 med. onion 
1 lime 


Peel and dice the avocados, dice the tomatoes and the onion. 
Place all ina bowl and drizzle the lemon juice over to retain the 
color. Add the green chilies, salsa and salt & pepper. The 
original recipe does not call for lime, but] have found it to add 
a very fresh taste. If desired, squeeze 1 fresh lime over all and 
toss. Refrigerate to chill and let flavors meld. Serve with nacho 
chips.

On April 1 1,a7-yvear-old from 
California was on a journey 
across the United States by plane. 
She had made a stop in Nevada, 
then she was on her way to Chey- 
enne, Wyo. As Jessica Dubroff 
made her way from her room to 
her Cessna Cardinal 177B, she 
talked toher mother on acellular 
phone. 

She was about an hour and a 
half late leaving the airport. Jes- 
sica asked her mother, “Do you 
hear the rain, Mom? Do you hear 
the rain?” That was the last time 
Lisa Blair Hathaway heard her 
daughter’s voice. 

(Editor’s note - Jessica’s 
plane crashed moments later 
in a driving storm, soon after 
take-off. Jessica, her father 
and another pilot were killed. ) 

After researching the facts on 
television, newspaper and radio. 
we found the above facts. We 
also learned that a number of 
people mourned Jessica's loss. 

The country seems to be split 
in half in people's opinions - 
some say it’s okay for Jessica. or 


any other child, to fly. Others - | 


disagree, and feel it’s notall right 
for a child too young to get a 
driver's license to be flying. 

A 16-year-old who just re- 
ceived his pilot’s license com- 
mented, “I don’t think she should 
have been flying.” 

To find out how East Jordan 
residents fee] about this issue, 
we created our own survey and 
found very different results. We 
stopped by several businesses 
and found not one person agree- 
ing to allow this child to fly. 

Many people agreed with one 
of our fellow students that, a 7- 
year-old is not mature enough to 
be driving a car, let alone flying 
a plane. Safety precautions and 
lack of good judgment by 
Jessica’s parents were also cited. 

We surveyed middle school 
students, asking the following 
five questions: 

@ Do you think there should be 
a minimum age to get a pilot’s 
license? 

M@ Do you think a 7-year-old 
should fly a plane? 

@ Should there be a license re- 
quired to pitot a boat or drive an 
ATV? 

@ Should a child be used to 
boost their parents’ egos? 

@ Should Jessica have been fly- 
ing in the storm? (Editor’s note: 
at press time, it had not been 
positively determined that 
Jessica was flying the plane 


_ when it crashed.) 


The results for all grades were 
extrémely close. About 67 per- 
cent agreed that there should be 


_an age limit to fly.a plane, and. | 


students usually thought that the 


‘age should be age 16 to 18,asit | 


‘is for driving a car. About 60 


percent said 7-year-olds should 
not be permitted to fly. 

The most common reasons 
given were that a child that age is 
not mature enough, too young, 
and not able to make erucial deci- 
sions. Several students disagreed. 
They said if she had been flying 
longer she would have been a 
better pilot, flying was her dream, 
and it is maturity that matters, not 


age.

Forest fires, flu among 
hazards recalled 
by lumberman 


When the first logging jobs 
started up in the northern part of 
Jordan Township in 1898, Jim 
Myers was old enough to work 
too and nothing could have kept 
him from it. From the first job on 
Willowbrook Farm (the old 
Mayhew place,) he loved it. 

In 1898 the first railroad was 
built, and in 1889 aspur was built 
through the Lilak Farm to an- 
other logging camp. Great gaps 
began to appear in the woods and 
the cry of “TIMBER” and the 
sound of the camp homs and 
triangles dominated the one-time 
quiet of the deep woods. 

In 1904 Ed Brown built a store 
at Chestonia on the opposite side 
of the tracks from the one now 
standing. He handled mail and 
general merchandise. 

Three years later the store 
burned down, but a store was 
badly needed there at that time 
and in 1903 another store was 
built by a young couple by the 
name of Homer and Emma 
Shepard, who had come into the 
country from Barry County only 
four years before. This is the store 
that is still standing in Chestonia 
and is still owned and operated 
by Emma Shepard. 

The rural route which covered 
most of Jordan Township had 
been organized just the year be- 
fore with Ransom Jones as car- 
rier and, consequently, the 
heavier burden of the mail now 
fell on him. 

Jim worked through 1913 and 
1914 as a log scaler and from 
then on ran his own camps for 
many years, handling railroad 
jobs, logging operations or wood- 


camps following logging jobs as 


the time or situation required. 

Iasked about the transient lum- 
berjacks, as to nationality, ability 
and behavior and I was told that 
he had hired a great many of 
them as they filled a great need at 
the time. 

Most common nationalities 
were Indian, Swedish and Polish 
with the greatest numbers being 
Indian. These he preferred above 
all others as best all around work- 
ers and easiest to handle. 

Jim must have handled his men 
well too, because he says he never 
had any trouble in his camps. He 
only remembers one serious fight 
in all his years of running camps. 

Fires were one of the big haz- 
ards and Jim remembers several 
of quite menacing proportions. 
While working at Camp 9 on a 
road building job they came into 
contact with a bad one which 
burned over thousands of acres 
and the company spent $1,600 
fighting the fire, besides throw- 
ing all the men and equipment 
available into the fight. 

In 1930 at another camp the 
men were alerted concerning a 
big fire. Thinking there was 
plenty of time, they towed their 
car camps across the creek for 
safety only to have the fire pass 
over the original site, jump the 
creek, and bum all the car camps 
to the ground. 

During the flu epidemic of 1918 
when the germ seemed every- 
where and people were dropping 
off like flies, it was a hard time in 
the camps. 

People were so close together 
that isolation was next to impos- 
sible and the few doctors avail- 
able were kept busy in the towns. 
Besides, transportation on coun- 
try roads was so slow that many 
died without medical attention. 

Jim was running Camp 5 at the 
time which was, I believe, out of 
this county and one of the things 
he remembers is how two of his 
men who were swom enemies 
and whose chief enjoyment was 
to spite each other, both fell vic-

When the log camp was set up 
on Section 27 in 1927 to take off 
the last of the virgin timber in 
Antriin County Jim was there 
and he must have remembered 
that first logging camp and mar- 
velled at the changing face of the 
country. But I think it must have 
made him a little sad too, as he 
thought back to the time of his 
boyhood and the beauty of the 
untamed forest. 

In 1929 he took a logging job 
across the Straits, but the care- 
less methods and in consider- 
ation of the company for their 
men were not what he was used 
to and at the first opportunity he 
returned. 

The big jobs here were all fin- 
ished but there would be many 
smaller jobs in the second growth 
that was already beginning to 


appear. In between he could work 
on roads or do some of the many 
things he had always wanted time 
to do. 

At present Mr. Myers lives ina 
log cabirhe built not far from his 
old home at Chestonia. Low and 
rambling, it has plenty of room 
and is as pleasant and comfort- 
able a home as anyone could 
desire. 

He always has a nice garden 
and always enjoys a good visit 
with oldornew friends; although 
he finds plenty to do and has his 
little terrier dog to keephimcom- 
pany. 

If you are interested in stories 
of olden times, drop in on him 
some time. Perhaps he will tell 
you a lumberman’s tale of how 
he and his brothers decided one 
time to spend the night in the 
upstairs of an old deserted home- 
stead near Pinney Bridge andhow 
they spent most of the night kill-

The Federal Communications Commission will no longer re- 
quire a license for use of a VHF radio on recreational boats or 


A tuling on licenses has been expected since the February 
approval of the Telecommunications Reform Act of 1996. An 
amendment to the bill by Rep. Bart Stupak (D-Menominee) 
eliminated the requirement for recreational boaters and pilots to 


Although the act was signed into law, changes in regulations 
were needed to clarify such issues as whether a license would stil] 
be required to operate a radio, even if no fee were charged. 

Stupak said April 23 the FCC ruled no license is required and all 
pending license applications will be retumed unprocessed. In 
addition, the U.S. Coast Guard will cease checking for an FCC 
license when conducting a routine safety inspection on the water. 

However. Stupak said, boaters and aviators are still required to 
follow proper radio operating procedures when making a radio 
broadcast. Boat skippers can identify themselves by vessel name 
and aviators can use the “N” number of their aircraft. 

Vessels 65 feet or longer still must have license to operate aradio. 
Vessels using a single sideband radio or satellite communications. 
and vessels or aircraft on anything other than a purely domestic trip 
must have an FCC license under international rules. The FCC has

MUCC praises Senate for 


leaving trust fund alone 


A legislative committee's de- 
cision to withdraw a proposal tu 
pay for pollution cleanup with 
Natural Resources Trust Fund 
dollars was hailed by the Michi- 
gan United Conservation Clubs 
(MUCC). 

MUCCexecutive director, Ri- 
chard L. Jameson, commended 
the Senate Committee on Eco- 
nomic Development, Interna- 
tional Trade, and Regulatory 
Affairs, and its chairman, Sen. 
Bill Schuette (R-Midland) for 
backing off from a Senate reso- 
lution that would have asked 
voters 10 approve using $25 mil- 
lion from the trust fund every 
year for hazardous waste 
cleanup. 

MUCC conceived the idea for 
the trust fund, which uses royal- 
ties and lease fees from gas, oil, 
and mineral production on state- 


owned land. to purchase land 
for recreation or protection and 
development of public recre- 
ation facilities. 

Since it was established, 20 
years ago, the fund has been 
responsible for the purchase of 
over 136,000 acres of land for 
the public and over 900 recre- 
ation projects across the state. 
600 in local communitics such 
as riverwalks, ballparks. camp- 
grounds, picnic areas and nature 
trails. 

“We are supportive of Sen. 
Schuette’s attempt to find other 
funding sources for hazardous 
waste cleanup,” Jameson said. 
“The trust fund has greatly in- 
creased our public lands and rec- 
reation opportunities in Michi- 
gan for the past 20 years and will 
continue to do so well into the 
future.”

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1996 marks 50th Anniversary of hunter education 


Michigan is one of the safest 
places in the eastern half of the 
United States to hunt. Hunters 
have earned this good safety 
record through 50 years of 
hunter education, which began 
with the first Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources fire- 
arm safety class in 1946, 

“Safety and responsibility are 
the cornerstones of hunting,” 
said Lt. Bruce Gustafson, DNR 
Hunter Education Supervisor. 
“More than 2,000 volunteer in- 
structors across Michigan train 
new hunters on how to act re- 
sponsibly and reduce the num- 
ber of firearm and bow acci- 


dents. These instructors are vi- 
tal partners in continuing 
Michigan’s hunting heritage.” 

Michigan has one of the larg- 
est groups of volunteers teach- 
ing hunter education. To honor 
their work, each instructor will 
be given a 50th year hunter 
education commemorative 
patch this year. 

Conservation officers held 
Michigan’s first basic firearm 
class in 1946 following a 
marked increase in hunting ac- 
cidents after World War II. 
~War veterans had been trained 
to shoot and use their firearms 
for combat. They needed train- 


ing on how to safely handle 
firearms for hunting,” said 
Gustafson. 

The classes continued to grow 
in popularity each year, and by 
the mid-1960s bow hunting and 
wildlife management informa- 
tion were added to the curricu- 
lum. 


In 1971, Michigan was one of 


the first states to formally adopt 
a mandatory hunter education 
course for all first-time hunters 
12-16 years old. 

In 1987, the training became 
mandatory for al] hunters born 
after Jan. 1. 1960. 

Since its inception, more than 


4.2 million persons have.com- 


pleted the classes. Each year, 
approximately 32,000 persons 
take hunter education classes 
in Michigan. 

Curriculum changes over the 
past 50 years have expanded 
the firearm safety course into 
today’s modern hunter educa- 
tion curriculum. 

This course has three com- 
ponents: training in the safe and 
responsible handling of fire- 
arms and archery equipment. 

* training in the safe and re- 
sponsible handling of firearms 
and archery equipment, 

¢ wildlife management basics 


* promotion of ethical and 
responsible behavior by all 
hunters. 

Fifty years after the first class, 
Michigan’s accident rate is one- 
half of the national rate. Each 
year, an average of only three 
and one-half to four accidents 
per 100,000 hunters occur in 
Michigan, as compared to seven 
to eight accidents per 100,000 
nationally. 

Because even one accident is 
too many, the DNR continues 
to work with volunteer instruc- 
tors to make Michigan a safer 
place to live, hunt and enjoy the 
outdoors.

Touch-tone registration preferred 


Approximately 99 percent of 
the watercraft owners who have 
renewed boat registrations using 
atouch-tone telephone would use 
the system again. according to a 
study of a pilot program initiated 
by Secretary of State Candice 
Miller’s office in February. 

“Traditionally. people renew 
boat registrations in Apriland May 
and Tam encouraging those who 
must renew this year to do so by 
touch-tone telephone.” said 
Miller.

Miller provided a status report 
on the program as a way of en- 
couraging watercraft owners who 
need to renew. but who have not 
yet done so, to renew by touch- 
tone telephone.

°5.500 watercraft registrations 
have been renewed by telephone 
to date 
Ninety-nine percent of those sur- 
veyed would renew by telephone 
again ;
